Washington foreign diplomates who some time 
ago scoffed at the Locarno coference in the making 
have given over their attempt to “‘poo-hoo” the presi- 
dent's ideas that ‘assemblages, of this character can be 
suecessfully conducted. For the first time in many 
years diplomats, representatives of the several nations 
of Europe, gathered round a table and talked, not as 
prime ministers, allied diplomats, or linguistic sleight 
of-hand artists, but as men really trying to bring about 
a stabilization of world conditions,—a_stablization

THE Proper feeding of young 
children is a tremendous re- 


sponsibility, since so much of their 


future health’ and happiness de- 
pends upon it. For these tender 
plants are easily blighted, if not 
actually destroyed, by careless or 
‘injudicious feeding. 

In selecting the right foods for 
the little folks, two things should 
be given first consideration—di- 
gestibility and perfect sterilization. 
The best-copked foods are the most 
easily digested, and none are better 
cooked than the products put up 
in cans. In the home kitchen, foods 
cannot be cooked at the high de- 
gree of temperature attained in the 
great boiling-tanks of the canneries. 


Nor can home-cooking accom- 
plish sterilization, since that re- 
quires complicated machinery such 
as no home* possesses. The high 
degree of temperature attained in 
the cannery destroys all harmful 
organisms, while at the same time 
serving another purpose. For 
canned foods are cooked in sealed 
containers. The cans are filled with 
the raw food and the contents 
heated to a degree that expands 
them to brimful “capacity before 
the cans are capped. The tops are 
clamped on by machinery, herme- 
tically sealing the cans, which are 
then cooked sufficiently to preserve 
them, after which they are plunged 
directly into cold water. In cool- 
ing, a vacuum is created in the can. 
The escape of vitamins, under ‘this 
process, is practically impossible. 
And all the original qualities are 
retained * indefinitely, as . scientific 
experimentation has proved. 

There is nothing safer, therefore, 
for little children, than these: sci- 
entifically processed” foods whith 
come in-cans. ‘They contain’ all 
the elements necessary to the hu- 
man system, are freed from -hatm- 
ful bacteria, and are cooked to the 
point of perfect digestibility, need- 
‘ing only to be re-heated before 
‘Serving.

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Children need variety in their 
diet, the same as grown people. And 
this variety can most safely and 
conveniently be given them from a 
well-chosen supply of prepared 
foods. Not only milk for the 
younger babies now comes in pow- 
dered, evaporated or condensed 
form, to be quickly reliquified or 
dilated with water, but many. nutri- 
tious and delicious articles of food 
may now be had in prepared form, 
which are essential to the diet of 
children who are just beginning to 
take solid food. 


Canned creamed potatoes, for in- 


stance, are very good for little 
children, supplying their. systems 
with various necessary elements. 


And these may ‘now be obtained 
in cans, needing only to be heated 
through, to be teady for little 
Johnnie's or wee Mary’s tray. Then 
there are the various fruits, which 
all children should have, but which 
ought to be thoroughly cooked be- 
fore they cat them. So Mother 
should have on hand a supply of 
canned peaches, canned grapefruit, 
canned -applesauce, and similar 
seedless fruits. Even figs now come 
in cans, although these should. be 
given to a child.in small quantities. 

There are various excellent soups, 
too, that now come all prepared 
and ready to serve after a quick 
re-heating. Most of these are very 
nourishing for the little folks. So, 
also are fruit juices, especially 
when cooked, and these may easily 
be drained from the canned. fruit 
and given the Eger ie to drink, or 
poured over sorhe simple cornstarch 
or custard pudding, making it deub- 
ly delicious. 

Many canned, foods may now be 
obtained in small-size cans, so that 
a» single can will contain just 
enough for a child, and there is no 
waste. However, any leftovers in 
the form of vegetables or chicken 
may be added to soups, thereby im- 
proving the flavor of the latter an? 
at the same time practising --

W. C, Fields, Broadway’s funny 
man and comedian in the famous 
Ziegfeld ‘Follies” has no desire 
to become a Shakespearian actor. 
He wants.to be a comedian: all 
his. life. 

“IT never want to play a serious 
part,” said Fields as he finished 
a funny scene in “Sally of the 
Sawdust” D. W. Griffith’s new 
United Artists Corporation re- 
leasé now showing at the Cali- 
fornia theatre. Fields appears 
as Prof. Eustace McGargle, which 
part he played for eleven months 
while the stage play from which 
the film was adapted was on 
Broadway, New York. 

“Actors who “ry to change 
from funny to serious parts lose 
their stage effectiveness” said 
Fields.
